VIRGINIA'S NOVEL REVENUE. 

Necessity has long: been considered 
the mother of in vention ; and the Mof- 
fett register is cleariv her latest ard 
p riaps most satisfaciory product. The 
little machine is now in Operation ip 
t 1e chief cities of the Old Dominion. It 
is about as large as a common cigir 
box, the box contain‘ng the machinery 
being of cast iron, ahd accessible only 
to the commissioner of this peculiar 
class of revenue. C:ace a month his 
deputies inspect eact! register. On the 
front of the box is:a combination of 
dials, registering from 1 to 1,000,000 
which would of course cover the 
monthly appetites gf any reasonable 
neighborhood. Ona the reverse side ol 
the box is a crank. ! The box itselt is 
permanently fixed ‘on the counter, 
with the dials facing the thirsty con- 
tributor to the public revenues, and 
the crank nearest th’e bartender. The 
bartender serves theicustomer, receives 
the p ice of the drinks furnished, and 
tien from love for his state or fear of its 
heavy penalties turns the crank, which 
sounds the gong within the box and 
mov-s the dial forward one point —all 
this in sound and sizht of the custom- 
aire. If beer and benzine are deal’ out 
over the same counter there must be 
two rezisters, because the tax on these 
articles is respectively one-half and two 
and one-half cents a drink. 

This novel invention is sometimes 
called a bell-punch,:but it is no punch 
at all. It was invented by Dr. Molf-tt, 
a member of the tate senate and a 
highly respected citizen of Rockingham 
county, to meet the state’s unhappy 
financial condition.: With millions of 
interest due her bondholders, with her 
institutions of charity suffering for the 
want of funds, witi—and this is the 
climax of woe—the salaries of her offi - 
cials in jeopardy,he saw that something 
must be done. Her land taxes were as 


high as the state ‘could pay; stamp 
not

taxes would produce the 
needed amount; the Moffett 
law and the Moffett register. lvery 
drink helps the commonwealth, and 
thus far the law id working satisfac- 
torily to both state and drinkers. The 
lstest estimates are that Richmond—an 
unusually thirsty jJocality—will pay 
$211,000 a year, and the whole state, 
$844,000. The price of alcoholic drinks 
before the Moffett reyolution was ten 
cents. Tne tax being 2} cents, a single 
drink was advancedito tifteen cents, or 
two drinks for a <‘jnarter—the latter 
price exactly locating the tax on the 
consumer, where it pelongs. The price 
of beer was continuéd at five cents, the 
tax being ,one-nalfiof a cent; and to 
make the matter right from tke bar- 
keeper’s standpoint, a glas3 holding a 
tenth less than the #ld one was intro- 
dueed. Liquor sold by the measure up 
to five gallons is alsé taxed by this law, 
but the tax is proportionately lighter 
than by the drink. | 

It is only a questibn of executing the 
law. If the law can be rigidly enforced; 
if every drink taken in a puovlic place 
in the state can be taxed, Virginia’s 
financial difficulties Are as good as over- 
come. Her deficit would disapper, her 
bonds would be paid in full, her credit 
become high, and her people happy. 
Consumers pay the tax cheerfully, it is 
said; but the liquor ‘dealers do not like 
the mouthly accounting that the law re- 
quires, They are fighting the taw in 
the courts, in the election of members 
oi the legislature, and before their cus- 
tomers. It is generaliy thought, how. 
ever, that the oppdsition will be un- 
availing if the execution of the law 
during the next six months is satisfac- 
tory. The working of the Moifett law 
will doubtless be crorely watched by 
hard-pressed cities in every part of the
